Mr. Arnrnep pe RoTHSCHILD, one of the
British delogatoes to the Intornational Mone-
tary Conference now in sesslon nt Drussels,
has submittod to the consldoration of the
conforanee 0 plan for Inereasiog the value
of allver by diminishing the guantity of It
put upon the market,  Mr. Rotnscrinn
prot okes thnt the groat commereial coun-
trles shoull unlte in purchnsing, ench year
for flve vears, silver to the value of L£5,000,-
000, or, sny, 5,000,000, 1n nddition to the
B4000.000 ounees now purchnsed yonrly by
the Unitod States; tho purehoses to be sps-
pended whonever silver reaches the prico of
43 penca storling per ounce.

Mr. DE RoruscHinn's secheme, it adopted
and earried out, would reault in the alsorp-
tion through Europoan agenelos of about
80,000,000 ounees of sllver unnunlly for the
period he specilles,  Added to the 54,000,000
ounceannnually purehnsed by this country,
1t would make n total amount of B4,000,000
ounces annually taken up and withheld
from <ale to the pullie,

Cobshldering  that the gquantity of sliver
pow produced by tho mices of tho world is
ovier 1000000 oanees e vonr, nid is steadily
Inereasing, the peoposition o ralse its price
by buytege up two-thivids of [L looks very
wueh ke one for lowering the level of the
oconny by pumplng tho water out of it
However, the confersnes is golng Lo discuyss
this proposition, aud it may e put to the
teat of experience.  Pevhaps, thongh, it
wasn't intended for adoption,

Parting Norway and Swaeden.

The agitation for tho establishment of a
separato Norway consulnr system has
ralsed a constitutional question, which now
threatons to break up the union of the two
kingdoms occupying the Scandinavinn pen-
Insulu.

The Storthing, ns the single chamber
constituting the Norwegian Parllument is
called, lins formelly sanctioned the popular
outery for the appointment of Norwegian
Consuls, and defends 18 course on tho plans-
fble ground that the commercial policies
of the two kingdome nre based upon oppo-
elle principles, Swoden being rigoronsly
protectionist while Norway fuclines to treo
trude. Thero is reason to belleve, however,
that if this renuest were granted It would
prosently be followed by a clalm more in-
admlissible,  The advanced Radicals who
foilow the poet politician BWIORNATIERNE
FatnnNsoN already proclaim the right of
Norway to name not only ber own Con-
suls but her own diplomatio repre-
pentatives and to conelude her own treaties.
This foreshadowed demand Is clearly in-
entupatible with the malutennnce of even
the present shadowy union botween thoe
kingdoms. The coexiatence of two sep-
arate State Departinents directing two
scparate foreigu policles to be onfurced in
the lnst resort by two soparate armies and
navies under the commnnd of a soverelgn
common to both Btates, I8 p seheme so un-
workable that It cannot be even monnt to
wourk. Its consequence, and probably tho
aim of its authors, is the complote political
sopuration of Norway and Sweden,

It Is searcely plausible to concelve of a
gystem of home rule more complete, short
of ubsolute independence, than Norway lias
eujoyed since 1814, whoen, after being cun-
nected with Denmark for upward of threo
centuries, it was foreibly united with
Bwedon by BERNADOTTE In pursunnce of o
maudate of the great powers, The act of
union, however, copeeded to the Norwe-
Rinns the extremel ydemoeratic Constitution
which they had just framed for themselves,
aud which luvolved the exercise of au al-
most unparalleled amount of local autune-
my. Under the working of this organle law
the two countries have soparute Constitu-
tons, separate Governments, Bepriate laws,
separate Parlinmonts, a separate Chiureh,
8 suparatlo army aud navy, i separate fiscal
systew, und sopurnte customs tarilfs, Not
ouly ore all these institutions separate, hut
they are very dissimilar both in form nnd
epirit. The uplon couslsts merely ju this,
that the two countries huve the saue King
and tho same law of succession to the
throne; that tho King Is the supreme com-
mander of their paval and milltary forees,

aud that the Swedish Minister for Forelgn
Afe're Is Intrusted with the conduct of
their common forelgn poliey, whieh is ear-
ried loto effe¢t by a common diplomutie
aud consular servive,

Wo havo seen that the Norwegiap Rudl-
cals practically aim st the extinction of
the lnst remunant of political associntion be-
tween tho klogdows, Itis equally certaln
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that a large majority of the Bwedish peo-
ple are dotermined that so much union
as still suoaists shall remain unbroken.
There aro Swedish Iladicals who sympas«
thize with the progressivn tendencles of
the Norweglan Radiecal party, and eapecial-
Iy with the latter's programme of labor
loglelation. Yet even they are mo far oar-
ried along by Swodish national sentiment
ns 1o protest againet any step which, like
the establishiment of separate diplomatio
representatives, would apparently involvae
the disruption of Seandinavia. Bhould,
therefore, an appeal to foree be ultimately
mnile, the Swedish sovorelgn conld dopend
on the unanimons gupport of the Swodlah
nation. Op the other hand, thera |8 In
Norway a snall Conservative party which
favors (ho maintepance of the present
alight bond of union, and would probably
refune to Joln with the Norweginn Radicals
in nn attempt to sundor It by violbnee,

The enss of Norway scems to prove that
oven tho Iargest posalble measure of home
rule which I8 compatible with any politieal
asaotintion with another State doea not
necessarily nraure a unlon of hearts. Few
countries could enter on the experiment
with brighter prospects of suceess thian did
Norway and Sweden,  Thoy were bound to
ot another Ly the ties of o common race
and o common ereed,  On the other band,
it should be noted that, as regards identity
of language, Norway makes a closor ap-
pronch to Denmark than to Sweden, and In
reapect of socinl structure there Is n broad
difference, Norway belng essentially a de-
moceaey and Sweden an aristoeratlo coun-
try. The divergenco in respect of language
and of social Institutions, coupled with the
national anlmosity bred by thres eentu-
ries of wavfare, seains o lhave more
thinn  counterbalanced the harmoniz-
fug tendencles of a eommon othnleal
origin and n common religion. It from
Novrwezian experiencs ono should attempt
to foreenst tho effect of home rulein pro-
woting o unfon of hearts betweon Ireland
nnil England, onoe would have to ndmit that,
while between Irighimen and Englishmen
thero is a virtually eomplete identity of
Inngunge, there aro dierences of race and
ereml und also of soclil institutions, the
great majority of Irishmen having long
beon, not peasant proprictors ke the Nor-
weyrtans, but tenants-at-will of the land
thov eultlvate. It follows that the situation
of Norway, not being historieally or netu-
ally analogous to that of Ireland, no fore-
cast of the consequences of Irish home rule
ent reasonnhly be based on It. 1t should also
boe rememberad that, whilo Sweden is con-
siderably richer noil moroe populous than is
Norway, the disproportion of sweslth and
population I8 fncomparably greater be-
tween Grent Britain and Ireland. The
chanee, therefore, of home rula leading to
the forcible assertion of Independence is
minimized io the case of Ireland.

The February Electlon—Should It Be
Postponed?

The act of the Leglsiature passed in April
last which provides for a Constitutional
Conventlon to be held at Albany in May
next, directs that the election for delegates
shell be held on the second Tuesday of Feb-
ruary, 1804,

It is probable that at least a quarter of a
million dollars could be saved to the people
of this State by postponing this election
until next November, and choosing the del-
ogates to the Constitutional Conventlon at
thy general clection to be held in that
month. Such a postponement would, of
course, render It necessary also to post-
pone the datoe lixed for the meeting of the
Convention, but a delay of a few months
might well be endured forthe sake of saving
80 Inrge n sum to the taxpuyers,

The expenge of a separate election of del-
egates to the Constitutional Convention is
estimated by good anthorities at upward of
$600,000, If the delegates were chosen at a
general election, the expense would prob-
ably not amount to half this sum,

As we have already pointed out, there
were very serious objectlons to electing
the members of the Constitutional Conven-
tion at the recent Presidentinl clection,
when there were so many candldates to be
voted for, nud threo proposed amendments
to the Constitution to be passed upon, At
the next State election, however, the num-
ber of offices to be fllled will bo compnra-
tively few, and the voters will be fairly
nble to make an lutelligent choice among
the persons nominated for delegates to the
Constitutional Conventlon.

The Legislature of 16893 will have entire
control over this matter. It can amend the
existing statute In reference to the Consti-
tutional Convention as It sees fit. The
question of postponing the election of dele-
giatos  from  Fobruary to November s
worthy of serious consideration,

The Heresy of Dr. Briggs.

The trial of Dr. Briaas for heresy keeps
him in a place of great prominence. As a
professor In the Unlon Theologleal Semli-
oary he had remained for years in com-
parative obscurity, for nowhern else Is o
minister more completely hidden away
than In such a schoul. Suddenly he be-
camo famous, and naturally enough he en-
Joys the distinction, even if his condemnn-
tion n8 a heretic shall bo thoe prico of it,
Whatever the response Lo his demurrer of
yesterday, whatever Presbytery, Bynod,
and General Assombly way do in
his case, his heresy will continue to
e his most valuable capital. Tt will pre-
vent his dropping out of the publie thought
for some time at least, Alrendy it lius
broken the conneetlon between the Union
Seminary and the Genersl Assombly, and
thus procured for lilm substantial backing,
After ho (8 proclalmed as n heretie the
same condemnation must be visited upon
all his collengues of the faculty, and the
antire Board of Directors, men of wealth
and  distinetion in  the Presbyterian
Church, must sit In the boat along
with them, Dr. Briaas, accordingly,
can afford t» Mok forward to the re-
sult of lis trial with complacency, How-
ever It may be with Presbyterlanism, he s
all right, His place In tho seminary {8 se-
cute, oven essentinl to the malntenance of
the institution, and the theologleal battin
now bogun will be fought around him as
the ceatral gure.

It way be proved agalust him that his
tenchings  cootradlet  tho Westmluster
standards, but then the question will arise
whether the diversity does not necessitato
the yejection of the stundurds rather thon
the rejectlon of him.  The charges ngalnst
him o the Preshytery suy, for instance,
thut in tenchiog that Moses Is not the
suthor of  the Peutateach Lo adenles
the "direct statoments of Holy Berip-
ture" and tho “essential ductrines” of the
standards. Thoy suy that in teachipg that
Iiatant is not the author of half the book
that bears bis name he |s fagrantly
Lieretical for the same reason. But these
dovtrines are pot originel with him.
Hu has slmply borrowed them from Euro-
pean Biblieal scholars, und after his convie-
ton they will remain the same us before,
They are not dogmas, but positive evi-
denew, scleutitic In character., If your

standards condomn me, he might say, the
fault Is with them and not with me.

The troudblo with him is that he has not
dared to say that. From the first he lins
purstied a disingenuous oourse by ar-
gulng with a fllmey casulstry that the
infallibility of the Bible I8 riot essential to
tho consigteney of the Westminster Con-
fosslon, though the perfect and absolute
Lrith of the Hible as the Word of Gob s the
very foundation on which the whole of that
striuoture of falth and doetrine is built. Ho
has attacked the pilinrs on which Protes-
tant theology roets, vet ho hns pretended
to be defending it. He denies the authority
of the sulo authority to which Protestnnt-
tam appeals, yet ha pesumes to ba nn
apoetle of the Protesiant falth. It he
tollowed out his argument honestly, he
wonld either go over Into  Roman
Catholieism, taking the Church ns Lthe sols
fountaln of anthority, or he would land in
the Infidelity which rejects all claims to
aupernatural authority, As It s now, he
{s nowhers, He Ia admired by his partisans
as courageous and independent, but really
he ls timid and timesorving.

Henee Dr. Brioas is made of poor stuff
tor o leader. He teavels round in a elrele.
Heo dare not push ont into the stralght road
to which lis tenchings guids him, He I8
pothing more than o eritic. Ho esnnot
build himeelf, though he may tenr down the
work of others. He has shattered the old
faith of many Presbytorinns, but he can
givo them noother in its place, for he has
pone himself. In essonce his teachings are
frreconcllable with any roliglous falth, uo-
less it be the faith of the Roman Catholic
Church. His coutlnuance in the I'resby-
terian houschold has been diseroditable to

him. Instead of waiting to Le turned
oul, he ought. in all honesty, to have
gone of his own nccord., His motive

{n romaining ns a professed believer when
really helsa downrlght unbellever Is sold
to ho loyalty to his frlends and supporlers,
but it is disloyalty to lis own consclence,
and deservedly takes from him the publie
reapect whicl ho wouldl gain by an uncoms
promising course.

Ultimately Dr. Brioas must be con-
demned for heresy, for the integrity of
Presbytecianisin requires that he ehould
be driven out of it; but the party ho leads
off with him wlll have no principles
upon which to found an opposing
church. He has sown {n thelr minds
the seeds of disorganizing infldelity
and he can gather no other erop. It he
wers & bold and an uuflinchingly honest
man he might be a dangerous ecnemy, bt
his timldity renders him inoffensive execept
to the causeto which he has committed
himself, but which ho Is afrald to champion,

The question whether the Bible 18 the
Word of Gop or the word of mun will remain
even after the disappearanen of Dr. Briaas,
and it is sure to cause increasing trouble
In all Protestant churches as time goes
on, for it isthe one great and vital question
with them. He has slmply ealled popular
attention to it by making public the resulta
of seholarly investigation and vainly seck-
Ing to reconclle them with the old belief
which they have destroyed in himeelf, and
must destroy in all those who, ke him,
accept them as true and Noal,

The Foulke Campaign.

We neknr‘-lmlgn somewhnt tardily the
recalpt of a letter from Mr. GroncE FAuk-
ENSTEIN, Prestdent of the German The-
osophical Soclety of Philadelphia, nsking
THESUN to assist Mr. HENuy B, Fouuke to
euforee his claims and pretensions as the
sticeessor on enrth of Madame BLAVATSEY.

Ita Melntion to the Carrent Inthmus Trans.
porintion Controversy,

Wasnrxazox, Nov. 2R~Tho troaty of 1840,
entered into Ly tha United States nnd New
Granada, providad that the citizens, versals,
and  merchandise of the former shonld
enjoy In the ports of Now Granada, including
tho Isthmuas of Pannmn ns far as the southern
bonndaty of Costa Itlea, nll the sxemptions,
privileges, and Immunl fvs concernlng come
meres and navigation which wero then or
miiht theroafter be onjoyed Ly the oitizens,
vossaln, anid merchandise of New Orannida.
This equality of privileges was to axtend to the
nassengers, correspondence, and merehanidise
of the nlted Btutes In thelr transit ncross the
Isthimius betweon the Atlantic and the Pasifle.

Furthermore, New Geanndn gunranteed that
the right of way aeross the isthmus, vither by
thon existing or future modes of communien-
tion, shiovuld be open and [res to the Govern-
ment anid eitizens of the Unitod States, and to
any produce, manufuctupes, or merchandise
ol Inwiul vommerco bolonglng to them: that
no mortolls or charges should be lavied or
collected thereon on any rond or eanal made
by Now Granada or under its authority than
upon Granmdian  cltizens or merchandise;
finally, that no fmport duties sliould be eol-
leeted on our morehandise thus passing in
trunsit for exportation to nny other forelgn
country, or (0 pand, the dutios shonld he sub-
jeet to denwhaek, on demand, at the exportas
tion of the jood4e,

stipulations is throntened by the notilieation
of the Panama Halltomd, that after Jan,
31 next no through Lills of lading from the
Atlantio to the Paeille will Lo neceapted from
the Pacifle Mall Steamship Company.
